Further Notes From the New Discev- 
ery Near Palisade. 


A Eureka Leader correspondent has 
the following news from the mining 
discovery near Palisade, mention of 
which was first made in the GazeTTE 
last week: “The new mining camp 
which has set every one almost crazy 
in our quiet towo and almost left the 
shops and business houses to take care 
of themselves, is flourishing. Mr. B. 
©. Safford was the discoverer. As 
soon as the news reached town there 
was a grand rush for claims, springs, 
mill sites, town sites, etc. The miners 
met on the ground end organized a 
district and named it “Safford,” elect- 
ed Judge W. 8. Marchant Recorder, 
and appointed a committee to draw 
up laws, regulations, etc. The Onon- 
daga was the first mine discovered, 
from which assays have been made at 
Virginia City, Battle Mountain, Lewis 
District, Eureka, Bullion, Salt Lake 
City as follows: Virginia City, $253 
95; Salt Lake City, $327 16; 
Battle Mountain, $126 75; Bat- 
tle Mountain, $135 40; Bullion Dist., 
$235.76; Lewis District, $344.80; 
Lewis District, $115.23; Eureka, 108; 
also from the Gold Luck, assayed at 
Eureka, $206.77,and I hear equally 
favorable reports from others, but 
have not the figures at band to give 
correctly. Two town sites have been 
laid out- The one at the mines is 
named Cayuga, and one at the rail- 
road is called Mohawk. Already the 
new district has attracted capitulists 
and experts to it. One-half interest 
in the Onondago has been purchased 
by Geo. O. Brieter and R. Howland 
for $50,000, and the opinion of those 
qualified to know is that it will be a 
big camp,
